DELIVERED BY THEN PRESIDENT, KAREN SCHILLER, 
AT THE ANNUAL MEMBERSHIP MEETING IN MAY 


lhree years ago, in a Va’ad meeting, I announced that I would devote 

my presidency to strategic planning. We are proud to announce that, 

after many, many of hours of hard work by a lot of volunteers, we have 

a plan! Nitchabeir v’nifrach — Connect & Flourish! As we build stronger, 

deeper connections with each other and with potential members, our 
community will flourish. 

Our plan is the result of the information, ideas, questions and concerns of the over 
100 members who attended small group meetings last fall, the over 216 members who 
filled out the survey that was sent out last December, the people who attended our Lead- 
ership Advance last July, the mini-retreat in January or the town hall meeting in March, 
as well as our clergy and our staff. A group of 12 congregants met once a month from 
July through April, and, under the direction of our consultant Jamie Woolf and our 
committee chair Alisa Gilden, they discussed, argued, organized, wrote, analyzed, cri- 
tiqued and questioned, and created a plan that would truly serve this congregation. 

This plan was created by you, the members of Sha’ar Zahav. This comes from 
what you love about Sha’ar Zahav, and what you want to make better. This is your 
hopes for the future. This is your commitment to our community and to I’dor v'dor 
— the promise that Sha’ar Zahav will be here for generations to come. 

In May, you received a letter with a link to the plan, and if you would like a hard 
copy mailed to you, please call the office. I want to call your attention to page Io 
which holds the heart of our plan — our strategic vision and our strategic goal.

1 IN THE EARLY 1960’s, pianist 


Glenn Gould composed a piece for four 
voices titled “So You Want to Write a 
Fugue?”. The piece illustrated the formulaic 
steps that are required to fit the definition of 
a fugue. Ina fugue, the opening musical 
theme must be stated clearly, so that it is recognizable with 
each variation introduced by the subsequent voices. The sub- 
themes flow from what precedes them, following the rules of 
harmony and counterpoint as they are sung simultaneously. 
It’s complex. But when the voices come together, they pro- 
duce beautiful music. 

Like writing a fugue, writing a strategic plan is a complex 
process, filled with themes and subthemes, harmony and 
counterpoint. Nitchabeir v’nifrach — Connect & Flourish — the 
strategic plan introduced at our Annual Meeting in May 
weaves together the many voices of Congregation Sha’ar 
Zahav. 

What began with Karen Schiller’s visionary idea, soon 
evolved into small group meetings in members’ homes. The 
themes expressed at those meetings gave rise to working ses- 

ions that forged common concerns. And to ensure that we 

hearing clearly, we rolled out a formal survey. The sur- 

vey results allowed us to quantify areas in which the congre- 
gation was doing well, and highlighted areas in which we 
need to improve. At a town hall meeting in March, we pre- 
sented the survey results and the current state of thinking on 
the Strategic Plan. Again, we heard your direct feedback. The 
strategic planning process synthesized public forums and 
small group discussions. 

The synthesized result is an inspiring step toward our 
future. As it has been said, “You can and should shape your 
own future, because if you don’t, someone else will.” CSZ has 
clearly demonstrated the resolve to shape its future. 

As we began to craft our formal strategic planning docu- 
ment, I started reading Hayim Herring’s new book, Tomor- 
row’s Synagogue Today: Creating Vibrant Centers of Jewish Life. 
Herring is critical of the ossified, hierarchical structure of 
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most synagogues. Bricks and mortar seem to define syna- 
gogue life in some communities. | don’t think his analysis 
holds true for us. We are ahead of that curve. 

Herring goes on to describe the desired synagogue model, 
which he calls “collaborative co-creation’”. This model entails 
true participation in synagogue life. It also creates a platform 
for organizing people of similar interests. In other words, for 
creating community. 

Implementation of the Strategic Plan will be the charge of 
five Task Forces, and each of the Task Forces will be led by 
one of our newly elected officers: 

Membership — Ruth Bernstein, VP 
Connection — Barbara Cymrot, Recorder 
Programming — Shoshana Levenberg, VP 
Ritual — Tom Lakritz, VP 

Finance — David Mishook, Treasurer 

The details and benchmarks of implementation will be 
important outcomes from this year’s Leadership Advance. 

If | had to reduce our Strategic Plan down to three words, 
the phrase would be: to create community. I find it reassuring 
that the main message of our plan is the same prescription 
for success in Hayim Herring’s work. To quote again, “When 
energized by a vision, many people will collaborate gener- 
ously and voluntarily, co-creating content, activities, causes, 
products and events that they find important.” Our Strategic 
Plan will be a success when we can say that this statement 
describes CSZ’s community.

Yizkor for the Faller 


TUESDAY AUGUST 7, 2012 AT 7PM 
AT CONGREGATION SHA‘AR ZAHAV 


A memorial and public health activism project in memory 
of the 1,558 people known to have lost their lives to suicide 


from the Golden Gate Bridge. 


izkor (may [God] remem- 

ber) is a memorial prayer 

for the departed that is tra- 

ditionally recited in syna- 

gogue four times a year, at 
Yom Kippur, Pesach, Shavuot, and 
Sukkot. The ritual of reciting the 
names of the dead is an additional com- 
ponent of the Yizkor service, which is a 
public opportunity to remember loved 
ones. Traditionally Yizkor also presents 
an opportunity to bring merit to their 
souls by performing acts of tz’dakah 
(charity) in their name. 

August 7th, 2012 is the 75th Anniver- 
sary of the first known suicide from the 
Golden Gate Bridge. The citywide cele- 
brations on May 27th, 2012 of the 75th 
Anniversary of the opening of the Bridge 
made scant mention of the legendary 
structure’s other claim to fame—it’s the 
number one suicide landmark in the 
world. 

It was only 10 weeks after it first 
opened in 1937, that WWI veteran 
Harold Wobber became the Bridge’s 
first known suicide. Wobber’s leap 
precipitated a slow but steady stream 
of jumpers. As early as February 1939 
(after the bridge’s 11th jumper) a San 
Francisco Call article noted that the 
California Highway Patrol was pon- 
dering the problem of how to prevent 
“further suicidal leaps from the 
Bridge.” A CHP officer presciently 
declared: “Hardly two years old, the 
span gives promise of becoming a 
Mecca for despondent persons seek- 
ing self-destruction.” 

A Yizkor for the Fallen will honor 
the memory of the 1,558 confirmed 
suicides (the tragic tally as of June 1, 
2012) by reciting their names — the 
majority of which have been recently 
compiled for the first time in the 
groundbreaking book, The Final Leap 
by John Bateson. 


The absence of a suicide barrier on 
the Golden Gate Bridge is an ongoing 
and significant public health issue. In 
addition to being a meaningful spiri- 
tual experience, this special Yizkor for 
the Fallen service is also a good deed 
in itself — a way of bringing greater 
public awareness to the problem and 
continuing to apply pressure to the 
Golden Gate Bridge District board of 
directors in hopes that funding 
sources will soon be found for the 
installation of a suicide net (a solution 
which was approved by the board of 
directors in 2008). 

This special evening event will be 
co-presented by two Congregation

ur members with the programs that they want and the support 
that they need. We are welcoming to ALL, and our members feel 
connected to each other and the community. 

Our Strategic Goal is pretty straightforward: To increase our 
membership to 450 member units and/or to find an alternative to 
our current financial structure within three to five years, while 
simultaneously creating opportunities for members to feel con- 
nected to and sustained by our community. 

This goal became obvious to us as we listened to what you 
said in the small groups and through the survey. You told us four 
things: 1) you are happy with Congregation Sha’ar Zahav and 
want to remain a progressive, LGBTQ-focused shul; 2) you want 
connection; 3) you want our congregation to provide you with 
services and programs; and 4) you reminded us that if we 
wanted Congregation Sha’ar Zahav to grow and thrive, to be able 
to provide you with the services and programs you want, increas- 
ing our membership to provide financial stability must become 
a priority. 

To make this goal a reality, we created five taskforces. They are 
taskforces, not committees because we don’t assume that they 
will be ongoing, and they won't take the place of already existing 
committees, although they will likely work side-by-side with exist- 
ing committees.
